ness. And it really doesn’t take 
so much time. If you will only 
allow yourself one hour each 
week for a special beauty treat- 
ment you can keep your skin as 
soft and fine and white as a 
child's and you can keep your 
contours shapely. 

You are probably asking what 
you can possibly do in such a 
short time to work such miracles. 
You can have a lovely, refresh- 
ing cleansing bath, a hot oil 
(yes, hot oil again!) rub down. 
a body massage and muscle ton- 
ing friction with a cooling, fra- 
grant toilet water. These body 
treatments are especially grand 
if you have gone swimming a lot 
during the summer or have gone 
barelegged and have tanned. 
Your skin just can* stay rough 
and dry and brown after the 
first beauty bath and hot oil 
treatment. 


Begin with a cleansing soap 
and water bath, having the 
water quite warm. Rinse under 
the shower or sponge off with 
more warm water and then give 
yourself an invigorating rub with 
a rough Turkish towel that will 
leave your skin pink and glow- 
ing. Your skin is soft and moist, 
your circulation going strong 
and the pores slightly relaxed— 
ideal conditions fpr the softening 
treatment. 


Now warm about a teacup full 
of olive oil over hot water and 
use a soft complexion brush lit- 
erally to scrub the heated oil 
into yeur skin. Begin by apply- 
ing the oil over your throat and 
nee’:. Dip the brush again and 
gu over your shoulders and up- 
Per arms where the skin is apt 
to be dry and scaly. Next, brush 
the oil across your shoulders and 
back as far as you can reach. 

Oil the trunk and thighs thor- 
oughly. using the oil a little hot- 
ter for the lower limbs, ankles 
and feet. Dryish pimples and 
scales form on the legs,. so: they 
are apt to feel rough and dry to 
the touch. Scrub from your hips 
to your knees as vigorously as 
you can, repeating several times. 
You probably cannot make the 
skin perfectly soft and smooth 
the first time, but after two or 
three treatments it will be as 
velvety as you could wish. 

Use still more vigorous treat- 
ment on the yower parts of your 
legs and feet. Use your brush, 
plenty of hov oil and lots of 
scrubbing. Finally, use your 
hands and “mold” your feet 
from the toes to the ankles, and 
up to the knees, kneading and 
patting your calves to make 
them firm and shapely. Keep 
your hands well oiled while mas- 
saging. 

Using still more ol, massage 
the soles of the feet and the 
heels where the skin is rough 
and scaly, between the toes and 
around the toenails. Wrap an 
orange stick with cotton and 
push back the cuticles around 
the toenails. 

Now, back again to the shoul- 
ders. Use your fingers and with 
firm massage movements, work 
the oil into the skin all over the 
body. Knead the roll of fat 
around your middle if you have 
one (roll of fat) and pat vigor- 
ously over the arms, hips, thighs 
and legs. Let the oil remain on 
your skin for fifteen minutes to 
half an hour and then take a 
warmer tub bath. Use a soft 
bristled brush and a good soap 
and lather your skin sufficiently 
to remove any unabsorbed oil. 
Rinse well and dry the skin. 

Finish with a brisk, rousing 
massage with a good toilet water 
or with diluted rubbing alcohol 
to give your body a cooling soft- 
ness that makes you feel alive 
and immaculate.

COOKIES MAKE 
IDEAL DESSERT

HE pleasant aroma of the 

cookie jar will probably hang 
about your kitchen for several 
months to come since cookies are 
such handy little cakes to have 
around. They are ideal for the 
school Junch—easy for the child 
to handle, easy for him to eat 
and easy for mother to make. 
Cookies no longer require a lot 
of rolling and handling heavy 
doughs as they did in grand- 
mother’s day—and they no long- . 
er call for an orthodox list of 
ingredients in their composition. 

Indeed not! Our modern cook- 
ics as often as not are dropped 
from a spoon or poured into one 
big sheet in a pan and cut into 
shapes after they are baked. 
Sometimes the dough is made 
into one big roll, covered with 
waxed paper and set away in 
the refrigerator to be sliced and 
baked as needed.

A Fighting Briton, 
General Lord Byng, 
Celebrates Birthday 


WHEN a young Etonian named 
Jwian Hedworth George 
Byng enlisted as a subaltern in 
the aristocratic 10th Royal Hus- 
sars, about fifty years ago, there 
might have been good reason to 
doubt whether he would ever live 
to celebrate a seventy-first birth- 
day which he did on September 
ll. 

Most folks today know the 
young subaltern of many years 
ago as General Lord Byng of 
Vimy, former Governor General 
of Canada and for a time chief 
of the London mertopolitan police 
and Scotland Yard. That he has 
survived a fighting career “all in 
one piece” is remarkable, for this 
career is a story of countless 
dangers, countless risks and, of 
course, honors galore. 

This is the man who rose from 
the position of subaltern in 
Britain’s army to command the 
Third British Army during ‘the 
World War and who broke the 
famed Hindenburg Line of the 
Germans. : 

Young Byng might easily have 
taken up polo, dancing and rac- 
ing, for he was the seventh son 
of the second Earl of Strafford 
and a grandson of Sir John 
Byng, who was Field Marshal at 
Waterloo, where:> Napoleon lost 
his dream of an empire. The boy 
born of a vood family chose to 
continue the army tradition of 
his grandfather. He became an 
apostie of military efficiency, 
pored over tactics and strategy 
until he became one of the 
youngest generals in the British 
army. 

At the end of the Boer War, 
young Byng proved himself . ich 
a good soldier that he was given 
command of the 10th Hussars. 
Later in India, he was one of 
Lord Kitchener’s men. 


* * = 


ZNERAL. LORD BYNG 
achieved his greatest mili- 
tary fame as commander of the 
army that heroically defended 
Ypres in 1915 and his capture 
with Canadian troops of Vimy 
Ridge in 1917. This was the 
strongly fortified German posi- 
tion which had long been a thorn 
in the side cf the British forces. 


In consequence of his defense 
of Ypres, which was held against 
an immensely superior German 
force which used poison gas and 
flame throwers for the first time 
in modern warfare, General Byng 
was knighted by 
England. After the defense of 
Ypres, General Byng’s next most 
famous expxit was the mining 
and blowing uv of the strong 
German p sitions and success- 
fully defended them against ter- 
rific artillery bombardment and 
repeated counter attacks. 

As head of the London police, 
General Lord Byng did highly 
effective work. He cleaned up, 
graft between the police and 
West End night clubs. He solved 
numerous murders and elimin- 
ated a great deal of crime. Lon- 
don had been known as a safe 
place to live and it lost none of 
this quality while General Lord 
Byng «was police chief, Almost 
unknown to the residents, the 
“Byng men” 
underworld a thorough cleaning. 

A severe illness caused Lord 
Byng to resign and seek to re- 
cuperate in South Africa.
